The art of making porcelain was

a specimen of his newly found skill. 

The poor fellow had, however, 
been grossly imposed upon, and 
the secret from which he had hoped 
so much proved valueless, lie 
still believed in the possibility of 
making gold, and worked at the 
matter incessantly. 

Il so happened that having mix- 
ed a number of different kinds of 

earth together for the purpose of 

making durable crucibles, in the 

course of b iking them he accident- 
ally Stumbled upon the art ol mak- 
ing porool in, ami suddenly found 
himself transformed from a poor 
alchemist into a prosperous potter. 
This first porcelain was manufactur- 
ed in Dresden, in 1708, and was 
brownish red in color, having been 
made chiefly of a brown el
